A quiet, unostentatious and business-lilce 
ceremony was tho opening of tho Sixth 
Parliament of British Columbia by His. 
Honor, the Lieut. -Governor, yesterday after- 
noon. Not that the attendance, expressing 
tho interest felt by the publio in the im- 
portant event, was less than usual. On the 
contrarj', the viaitora were far more numer- 
ous than the seata provided for their com- 
fort, and included many representatives of 
talent and society of the province. Among 
iliosQ conspicuous on tbe floor of the House 
were the Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Drake, Senator Molnnes, Lt.-Cdl, Prior, 
M.P., Mr. Thos. Karl, M. P.,Mr. F. S. 
Barnard, M. P., U. S. Consul Levi W. 
Myers, His Lordship 15ialiup Hills, Rev. 
Dr. lleid, Reva. Jieaiilunda, ISa^rber, Hall, 
Fraser, Maeleod and othera. 

The police were present in all the gran- 
deur of highly polished buttons, but the 
military and the hand were wanting. The 
Lieuteiiant-Governor'a atalF was comprised 
of Col. Holmes, Capt. Parr, R.N.,of H.M.S. 
Melpomene, Lt. Davenport, of H. M. S. 
Melpomene, and Capt. Itenson of "C" 
Battery. It waa twenty minutes past three 
when His Honor entered by the main door, 
and preceded by the ,Sergeant-at-Arin.s ud- 
viinced lo the daia, at the side of whieli Mrs. 
Nelson occupied a seat. There were preaent 
in their seals twcnty-fivo of the members, 
the nbaentees being almost all now on their 
way to the Capital. 

His Honor, tho Lieutepant-Governor, 
having taken his seat on the throne, 

Hon. Mr. Robaon, provincial secretary, 
said : " Centlemen of the Legialativo Aa- 
seinbly : I am commanded by Hia Honor,the 
Lieutenant-Governor, to announce that his 
Honor does not see fit to declare the causes 
of his summoning you at this time, and will 
not do so until you have ciiosea a speaker 
to preside over your honorable body. His 
honor hopes to be enabled* to declare, dur- 
ing tho afternoon, his reasons for calling 
you together." " 

His Honor then rotired,and, 

Mr. Eberts, addressing the clerk, pro- 
posed to the House for their Speaker, Hon. 
D. W. .Hi^ios, membet^'i representing Es- 
quimalt 'district. He had ably and honor- 
ably Derformed the important duties of tho 
ofiSce last year, and was iiosaessed of the 
qualities OumandcJ. judgino.ita j^iven 

in tho heat of debate Iiad won the respoot of 
both Government supporters and Opposition 
by their never-failing fairness, while hia 
written rulings were lucid, acholnrly and 
impartial. 

Mr- C. E. Semlin, in seconding the nom- 
ination, said that ho could with pleasure 
endorse nil that had been said by the honor- 
able member for Victoria district, in respect 
to the excellent qualities displayed by Mr. 
Higgins in tho diacliarge of his duties as 
apeaker of tho last parliament. No worth- 
ier niun could be selected by tho House to 
preside over their deliberations. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon remai ked that after tho 
deserved culogium of Hon. Mr. Higgins Ijy 
both mover and seconder of the nonunation, 
he had nothing further to add, except that 
the Government was gratified that the 
unanimous choice of the House should iiave 
fallen upon one so well quuliticd to fill tho im- 
portant position of speaker. 

The clerk having declared Hon. Mr. 
Higgins duly elected, be was taken out of 
liis place by the mover and seconder, and 
escorted to the' chair, where, standing o a 
the upper step, he expressed his grateful 
thanks to the House for tho great honor 
they had been pleased to confer upon him 
by choosing him to be their speaker. He 
referred to the kind remarks made l)y t he 
honorable member for Yule, more particu- 
larly. 

His Honor, having re-entered the House 
and taken hia seat on tlio throne, the 
speaker-elect addressed hitii ns followa : 

"Mav it I'l.K.tsK vouli HoNOU : The 
House of Assembly have elected me iis their 
speaker, though 1 am but little able to 
fulfil the important duties thus assigned to 
mo. If. in the perfonnanci; of tlioao duties, 
I slioyld at any time fall into error, 1 pray 
that tlie fault may bo imputed to me, and 
not to the Assembly, wlioae servant I am, 
and who, through me, the better to enable 
them to discharge their duty to their 
Qneen and country, humbly claim all their 
undoubted rights and privileges, capeoially 
that they may have freeilom of apeech in 
their debates, access to Your Honor's per- 
son at all seasonable time?, and that their 
proceedings may receive from Your Honor 
the most favorable interpretatiou." 

Hon. Mr. Robson : " Mr. Speaker^I am 
"commanded by His Honor to declare to 
you that he freelj' oonlidea in the duty and 
atli.climent of tlie House of Assembly to 
Her Majesty's pereon and government, and 
not douijting that their proccediogs will be 
conducted with wisdom, temper, and 
prudence, ho grants, and upon all occasions 
will recognize and allow, their constitutional 
privileges. 1 am connnanded also to assure 
you that tlic ABseinbly shall have ready 
aeeeB.i to His Honor upon uU senBonaljIe 
occasions, and that their proceedings, as 
well aa your words and actions, will con- 
stantly receive from hini tlio most favorable 
coiiHtruction." 

His Honor then opeued the session by the 
following t.

He 
said he was proud uf the handsome vote 
given him ; it waa a much larger majority 
than he expected. He did not consider the 
verdict of tho ratepayers as a discredit to 
Mr. Wilson ; it was an endorsement of his 
(tho mayor) conduct during his three years' 
occupancy of tbe civic chair. He thanked 
all who bad voted either for himself or his 
opponent.- Tbe election had been carried 
out in a most harmonious manner, thorough- 
ly charactcristib of Victoria. 

Mr. Wilson said that it had pleased tho 
majority to leave him at home — well and 
good. He was still as fresh and sound as 
when he entered the contest, and he bowed 
to tho decision of tho majority. Ho felt no 
ill-will Dgainat any man wdio had caat 
a vote againat him. He believed 
in freedom of thought and action. He felt 
it hia duty to attack the last term, and the 
majority had declared the fourth term as 
the correct thing. Ho believed those who 
voted for him, voted on principle. Ho 
wanted to aee the .saloons cluai-d one day of 
tho week and at certain hours every day. 
Ho wanted to see gambling done away with. 
Every honest nmn and woman would en- 
dorse this. Another principle fought for — 
is it right to liave ho\iae.s of prostitution 
springing up in every jiart of the town? 
Such houses had existeil ever since man was 
created, probably, but would any candid 
man say that he wantod those houses next 
to his home? All he asked that these 
houses be placed under proper reatraint. 
He felt sorry for those whom society con- 
demned to such a life, and would bo glud to 
help any fallen woman or man. He again 
thanked his supporters and those who had 
voted against him as well. 

Aldermen elect Rehbuf, 'Biohards, Mc- 
Killicau, Holland, Robertson, Coughlan 
and Munn, briefly returned thanks and 
promised faithful service ; Aid. Hunter and 
Smith were not present. The meeting 
closed with a hearty vote of thanks to the 
obliging, capable and "popular returning 
officer.

Coughlan, who has 80cn service before,

The Outbreak Ptactleally Ended-The HoatUui 
Agree t» Oenenil HUes' Tenni. 

Pine Ridoe Asbnoy, Jan. 14.— At mid* 
night everything is quiet in thehostila 
camp, although the scouts say that apme of 
the young bucks arer engaging in the ghos& 

dance. 

This morning Little Wound, Little Hawk, 

Creek Dog and Old Calico came from 
the hoitiles .and had a talk with General 
&Diles. :;]Thiii. afternoon a second delegation ' 
of chiefs arrived, Kickkig Bear. Lance, 
High Hawk and Eaele Pipe. They had » 
long talk with General Miles, the same sub- 
jeota being considered as in the morning 
conference. It was agreed that the hostile* 
would leave their present camp' and piteU 
their tepees on the west side of Wliite Clay • 
creek,, immediately opposite and less thois 
a mile from tho agency buildings. It wa» 
also deoided that the Indians would sur- 
render their arms to their respective chiefs, 
to be turned over to Agent Pierce. He 
would receipt for them, place the name of , 
each owner upon his gun, sell them and re- 
turn tho proceeds to tho Indians. It wbb 
also decided that tho chiefs would ottempti. 
to control their young men, and, failing ia 
this, would theniaelves arrest those wIk) re- 
fused to act us good ludians and turn theia 
over to tho agent. 

Ccneral Miles was pleased with the 
friendly disposition manifested by tlia 
chiefa, and proposed to allow them several 
days in vvliich to redeem their promises. 
As an earnest of hia good will, he sent to 
their camp several hundred pounds of coffee 
and sugar. The General also talked over 
the contracts, and guaranteed that in 
future those contracta would be complied 
with to tho letter. The chiefs showed 
plersure at tho kindly treatment of the 
General, and left for camp in good humor. 
Short Bull, of all the leading hostilerj 
was missed from both delegations of chiefs 
to-day. They explained his absence,' say- < 
ing that so many wild young men wanted 
to accompany him to the agency that • he' ' 
deemed it wiser to stay in camp. 

The Associated Press correspondeht had 
a talk with Eagle Pipe, in wb;o*i a numlier 
of facts were ascertained regaidmg the big.- 
talk with General Miles. Among tlic points 
was the novel one that tho Indians de- 
manded the abolition of Rosebud ageiupy, 
the establishment of one more general, and 
the selectiod of Pine Ridge as such. The 
reason they advanced was that tho In- 
dians were continually going from one 
agency to another, contrasting the method* 
of each and longing for tlio comforts of Pine 
Ridge, as compared with the many disad- 
vantages they claim to have experienced at 
Rosebud. Thia proposition Kaplo Pipe, 
who ia one of the most influential Rosebud, 
or Brule, chiefs, aaid General Miles pro- 
mised to consider. He also aaid the Gen- 
eial had demanded the surrender of the 
young men who killed Lieut. Casey, and 
they promised to accede to the demand. He 
also said they would make eifort to control - 
tho men who hud been recently indulging 
in tho ghost dance. There was only a few 
of them, and they gcnorally dis- 
continued it when he advised them to do 
so. He said at Rosebud they did not get 
enough food to keep them alive. 

In anticipation of the camping of the 
hostiles on tlie west aide of the agency the 
breastworka in that vicinity were atren^th- 
ened, to-day. . . 

New York, Jan. 14.— The Freeman's 
Journal, to-day, received a letter from 
Father Crafts at Pme Ridge, saying he is . 
considerably better, and asking that the 
press contradict the report that the army 
was to blame for tho tragedy at the 
Wounded ICnee. Those reports, he jays, do . 
grave injustice to our soldiers, and are in- ' 
stigated by those adverse to un honorable '. 
settlement of the present trouble, und hos- 
tile to the desire of every _.trne friend of the 
Indiau, that they be.^permanently trans- 
ferred from the Indian; buriBait-'to the war 
department. It is only- by saoll' 'transfer 
that tho Indians can expeotjast' treatment. 
He Bays the trouble at the Wounded Knee 
originated through interested whites, who 
had gone about and industriously misre- 
presented the army and its intentions. The 
Indians were led to believe that tho truo 
aim of the soldiers was their extermination. 

Lo.NDoy, Jan. 14. — It is announced that 
several British army officers, a number of 
whom are said to bo personal friends of 
liufTalo Bill, have started from England for 
Pine Ridge^ agency, with tbe intention of 
ofTeriog their services in fighting hostile 
Indiana. 

O.MAHA, Jan. 14.— On the aaauranco of 
General Milea that no more danger to set- 
tlers is anticipated, four companiea of tlie 
militia atotioned on tho frontier wero 
ordered home to-day. There are still 1,"$ 
companies in tho field, but they will ba 
ordered .home at the end of % thia week un- 
less more trouble beoara. ' ' 



DEATH KKOil COLD. 

Fearful Stornia Continue In Europe— Thft 
Weather Causlni; Intenss SnSferingr. 

LoxDO.N, Jan. 14. — Severe storms are re- 
ported aa raging in tho north. Advices 
from Berlin are to tho effect that the Elbe 
river is full of immense ice floes, and- that 
navigation is dangerous. The hulls of sev- 
eral ships have been crushed in. Violent 
snowstonna are again prevailing, and 
throughout Austro-Iiungary tho railroads 
are again blocked and irafiic interrupted. 
The thaw has just commenced in Antwerp, 
where, as a nienna of protection against the 
immense amount of flowing ice, large iron 
plates and huge timbers are being placed 
across the bowa of vcsaela in the Scheldt. 
Fifteen thousand perauna were thrown ouli 
of employment through the closing of the 
river, and widcapreurl Bulfering prevails. 
The weather yesterday wjia tho eoldeat yet 
recorded in Spain. Many trains are report- 
ed snowed under in Galicia and Aaturias. 
Several sentinels on duty at Monjuich cita- 
del have been found frozen to death at their 
posts. Numerous animals, including tho 
monkeys in zoological gardens at Madrid, 
were unable to withstand the terrible 
weather, and perished. ' 

Bkri.in, Jan. 14. — Tho cold weather is 
causing much misery here. . Over 15,000 
are out of work, and must remain so until 
tho weather moderates.

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WRECK OF THE STRCAN. 



She Went Asbore Near Cape Lookout 
in a Gale— The Vessel a 
Total Loss- 



A Mass of Wreckagre Six Feet High 
Covering: a Space of Five 
or Six Acres. 



Tiio fate of the Struan in some res- 
peots, resulted more disastrously than 
was expootod. The following account of 
its wreck is given by a Tillamook Watoh- 
. tower reporter, who was at the scene of 
the wreck : 

The ill-fated Struan after being 
buffeted about on the anipry ocean, came 
ashore about one mite south of Capo 
Lookout, on the west shore of Tillamook 
county. 

When she camo ashore alio had but one 
mast (the mizzen must) standing, all the 
rest of the rigging being cut away to ease 
the ship, or torn away by the storm. 
The quarters for the ollicers and men had 
not been materially damaged before she 
came ashore. 

Soon after she came ashore she broke 
into four pieces, which released the lum- 
ber in tha hold, all of wllich,'^^i' t<%eth«r 
with the fragments of thewreoked vessel, 
was thrown violently upon the beach, 
each successive wave pushing the muss of 
debris further upward. Hero boxes, 
«hartB, tables, stools, tho provision boxes, 
sails, ropes, chains, and in fact overy- 
thing common to ships of this kind was 
distributed around in the>niassive piles of 
lumber in the wildest disorder. 

The four pieces which tho ship was 
first beaten into, soon went into sinallot- 
pieces by tho effect of the continuous 
pelting of the waves. 

The wreckage was piled about six feet 
high and covered the space of about livo 
or six acres. 

' The ship came ashore on ., a smpoih 
beach and did not strike bottom until 
very close to the shore, the water being 
very deep at this point. 

Tho mainmast had evidently broken off 
in tho gale. The foremast seemed to 
have been cut off, presumably to ease tho 
ahip. All the sails that were attached to 
Or Bupportei'by the mizzenmast were 
torn into shreds by the gale. Everything 
went to shov.' that shq liod dxporiencod 
rough weather. 

Everything of value that could be ob- 
taijied from tho wreck is being taken 
care of by the farmers in the neighbor- 
hood. The most valuable part of the 
wreck is the immense amount of lumber, 
of which there was over 1,000,000 feet, 
beiag mostly red fir. That it will be al- 
mosFa total loss is not doubted, the ship 
Jiaving gone ashore at an inconvenient 
p!sC6. The repairing of the ship is be- 
•jOnd a doubt impPsaiWe, Jhe lumber is 
mostly of large diinenBionn, ana 119' ?^'!\\ 
«■ the farmers need, and therefore would 
Tiot bring any price, even if it oould be 
moved inland. 

The Struan was not insured. It is Hot 
knovn whether ber cugo .iB>or not. ' 



FITZSIMMONS' RECORD. 

Written by Himself — The Long • Armed 
Champlou'a SuceHifnl Battles. 

My fint appearance in tho ring was at 
Jem Maoe's amateur boxing tournament 
ab Timam', New Zealand, ten years ago. 
Mace was making a tour through the 
colonies then. I succeeded in knocking 
out four men that night, winning the 
amateur championship of New Zealand 
and a gold watch. The next year Maco 
visited us again and gave another tourna- 
ment. I then knowed out five men in 
one night, sustaining my ' title of 
champion. 

After defeating the five men I put on 
the gloves with Herbert Slade, and to 
the surprise of everybody present I 
bested him. After stopping Sl.ide, Mace 
and I were going to wind up the evening's 
entertainment with a friendly bout. We 
put on the gloves andi.shobki- hands, and 
were,aboal: commenoingi' to' spar when we 
were.}{reeted: with such a storm' of hisses 
that Maice thought it would be better to 
take off the gloves. The audience thought 
that Mace was going to try to knock mo 
out, when in reality he only intended to 
show mu a few points in boxing. All 
these bouts wore fought under Marquis of 
Queensbery rules. , 

I next fought Arthur Couper under 
London prize ring rules ab Timaru, de- 
feating him ill three rounds. Then came 
my tights witli Jack Murpliy and Jim 
Crawford, b ith of which were fought 
under London prize ring rule. I defeated 
the former in four and tho latter in three 
rounds, knocking them both out. After 
this I left Now Zealand and wont 
to Sydney, sparring for the first time 
there at Larry Foley's athletic hall, 
whero I defeated Brinsmead, ij heavy- 
weight, in two rounds. Ho weighed 170 
pounds to my 148 pounds. Tho fact is, 1 
never fought at over 148 pounds until 1 
came to the United States. I next de- 
feated- Jack Oreentree, a middle-weight, 
at Foley's, in three rounds. Dick San- 
dal, who, after I left New Zealand, had 
got to bo amateur champion there, was 
tho next (me who yvanted to meet mo. 
I defeated him in four rounds. Ttion 
I defeated Bill Slavin, a brother of Frank 
Slavin. Bill is nut the Slavin who was 
recently defeated by Joe Goddard's bro- 
ther, in Sydney, but an older brother 
and a considerably heavier man. I bested 
him in seven rounds. 

1 thou fought Eager, who recently 
fought !i draw with Starlight, the colored 
niiddlo-wuight chiuiipion of Auatralin, 
and, tiiDiigii ho wore three-ounce glovca 
while 1 liiid on oight-ounce, 1 beat him in 
throe rounds. I defeated Conway, chum- 
pion of Ballarat, in three rounds. My 
next battle of importance', was with Dick 
Ellis, who was and is now considered a 
good ono ill Australia, ho hiiving fought 
throe draws with Lung, tho well-known 
Maori hoavy-woiglit, two battles being 
under London rules and ono umK^ 
" Qujensbory. Ellis woiglied 17(5 i)oiniilM 
against ray 148 pounds, but I beat him m 
three rbiinds just the same, I next fought 
Jim Hall, champion middle-weight of 
Auatriilia, for tho championship, defeat- 
ing him in five rounds. Tlion 1 fougiit 
Starlight, tho colored middle -»y eight 
\ tihampion of Australia, and obampion of 



Queensland, knocking him out in nine 
rounds. My last tight in Australia was 
with Professor West, a heavy-weight, 
who used to exhibit throughout Australia, 
advertising • to knock any man out in 
four rounds. I knocked him out. in two 
minutes. 

Coming to San Francisco I immediately 
got on a match with Billy McCarthy to 
tight at the California Atliletic Club. I 
fought him with but very littlo training, 
as i had been in the country only fourteen 
days when wo met, and knocked him out 
ii\ nine rounds. I could have finished him 
in three rounds, but wanted to give the 
club members a show of sparring for their 
money. My last fight up to data was 
with Arthur Upham. I defeated him in 
five rounds at the Audubo^ Club, New 
Orleans. 

THE CARIBOO ELECTION.

This 
is the crime the mission have com- 
mitted which causes tho loO-Mile 
House board of order to rush into 
print to protect tlie ranchers. Were 
the farmers of'.this'BeQtiOnxtd ask for aiiy 
more protection than they noiiv' have ' it 
would bo for Heaven's sake sell less Can- 
adian rye to the Indians.

WASHiNdndN CrrY, Jan. 14.— Enloe, of 
7onnes8eo, to-day introduced in the 
House a resolution dedaring the conduct 
of Great Britain suggesting tlie doter- 
niiuiition of the sealeries controversy by 
the United States supremo court to bo 
without precedent, prejudiciiil to the 
comity of nations and the amicable con- 
duci of inteniatiuiial relations, and dero- 
gatory to tlio dignity of the government 
of the people of the United States. 

New York, Jan. 14:— The Herald's 
Washington City special says:— 

" 1 uiitloratiind thiit the Britisli minis- 
ter cabled Lord Salisbury at considerable 
length concerning the oUicial and popular 
ebullition caused by Sir Johii Thompson's 
application to the supremo court. In 
legal circles it is said that it would hardly 
surprise the judges of the court if bo- 
foro the two weeks limit expired the 
council for Great Britain should ask leave 
to dismiss the application of the Canadian 
attorney-general. The dispositi(in of 
president Harrison and secretary Blaine 
is now authoratively stilted to bo to per- 
mit the sentiment of tlio people of tlio 
United Suites to find utterance tiirough 
Congress, and be expressed before any 
dii>lumatidac^pn''i8 taken. They do not, 
Tn • fact, believe that Lord Salisbury 
meant to be discourteous and act in any 
manner offensive to this government. 
Thf y incline ratlier to the cipiiiion that 
owing to the multitude of iiia ollicial en- 
gagements he has coiuniitted an inaJvort- 
ance which he will be among the tirat to 
regret, and the, very .first to repair when 
he realized the true character of his in- 
considerate action. I have most posi- 
tive reasons for stating tliat if Lord 
Salisbury sliould promptly show the pro- 
per spirit toward the government that he 
has deeply ofi'undcd ho will not find a 
feather's weii,'ht added to tlie burden of 
his position by anything omitted by the 
president or secretary of state." 

London, Jan. 14.— Referring to the 
motion in the L^nited States supreme 
court regarding the condemnation of the 
Canadian sealer Sayward, the Times 
says it is surprised at the objections of 
Americans to the jurisdiction of the 
tribunal, which, it says, since Chief 
Justice Marshall they have lield up to 
the admiration of the world. It, adds 
'^tiMt^'t^e judgment of the court will .be 
received' with resjiect, and that its deci- 
sion of Blaine's contentions would in no 
sense bo binding upon England, while an 
adverse decision W(mld put an end to 
£laine'B policy at a stroke. 

. Ottawa, Jan. 1-1.— Sir John Thomp- 
aon, minister of justice, says the appli- 
cation by the owners of the Canadian 
sealing vessel, W. P. Sayward, to the 
TJnitod States supreme court for a writ of 
prohibition was uiidertfikeii with the co- 
operation of the Canadian govorumeiit 
and the full approval of the British gov- 
ernment, if the ai)plication is granted, 
the United States can no longer attempt 
to exclude the vessek of other countries 
from Behring's Sea. 

ToKONTO, Jan. 14. — Tiio Mail, to-day, 
says it is reported from Ottawa that the 
Imperial govornnient is urging tlie 
Dominion ministers to unite in a proposi- 
tion to .arrange all matters in tlio dispute 
between Canada and the United States 
on a wide measure of commeroiul 
reciprocity, and that Sir John Macdonald 
and his colleagues are seriously dis- 
turbed in consctjueiico. 

London, Jan. 14.— The Press Associa-

Ho has good reason to be proud o£ the 
confidence placed in him by his fellow- 
citizens. The City Council contains a 
large proportion of new blood. Messrs. 
Hunter, Renouf, Richards and Munn 
have not occupied seats at the Council 
Board bofcro. They are all mon of c;ood 
businoBB ability, and far above tho aver- 
age City Father in intelliRence. Mr. 
Coughlan, who was not in the last Coun- 
cil, is a man of talent, and hia knowledge 
of civic affiurs vill make him ' exceedingly 
useful at the aldermanic board. The 
membeia of last yearns Council Who have 
been ■ re-elected are MesBrs, Holland, 
Smith, McKillicaii and Robertson, all 
good men and true. We are sorry that 
Mr. A. J. McLellan was not elected. He 
vould, we aro satisfied, have made an 
«xcollent councillor. The fates, how- 
ever, wore .igainat him. We trust that 
the city will yet be able to avail itself 
of his abilities and his busihess experi- 
ence. 

The new Council is, in many respects, 
a Buperior.one. Ifc is, aa it ought to be, 
eminently a business Council. The citi- 
zens expect its members to perforin their 
duties well and faithfully, and we feel 
aure that they will not be disappointed. 



THE GOVERNOR'S SFEECH. 

The Governor's speech has one great 
merit — it b short. It is not burdened or 
mystified with unneceBs^^y clnuaes. It 
means business from tho tirot paragraph 
to the last. 

Tho measures promised by the (iovorn- 
menb are not numerous, but they aro of 
f^rotkt miportance. It seems to us that 

•^■Mfo^n8 which will spread over a wide 
held and be most benefacial in their re 
suits, are shadowed forth in a. few short 
sentences. The land legiidation pro- 
mised will, we have no doubt, 
effect what will amount to 
revolution in the settlement of the 
country. Wild lands are to be taken 
out of the reach of tho land 
grabber, and we infer from what 
wo see in the speech that those 
who have been able to obtain largo tracts 
of agricultural land for speculative pur- 

. poses will not find lb easy to retain them 
loiog with the object of getting a better 
price for them through' the exertions of 
enterprising and industrious settlers on 
adjoining lands. The " measures which 
are best calculated to discourage specula 
tionsin agricultural lands and ensure their 
being available for actual settlement at 
tho Government price " will, wo have no 
doubt, accompjlish tho purposes for which 
they will be enacted. The Government 
may make itself sure of the co-operation 
of the whole legislature in carrying those 

' measures and in making them efficient, 
' The revision of the mining laws will 
do for the miniiig^ndustry what the land 
laws will do for agriculture. Those laws 
will, we believe, take away every obstacle 
that imperfect legislation has placed in the 
way of tho development of tlie iiiineriil 
wealth of the country. Thu intention 
the Government, it is evident, is to give 
tlio miner every chaiico that the nature 
of the country and its circumstances per- 
mit. This tho suggestions and rccom- 

. mendations of the Commission of experts 
which it has appointed will do much to- 
'irards aocoraplishing. 

We' trust that the measure 
.for atnending the Act regulating 
tho sale of intoxicating liquors 
will effect tho reforms whicli aro 
BO much needed and which are so loudly 
demanded by tho advocates of tern 
peraiice as well as those who are not teo- 
iotallers. A provincial law, compollin 
liquor-sellera to close their places of 
business on Sundays and at a moderately 
early hour on week nights, is much re 
quired, and the Government will earn the 
gratitude of the people of the province if 
it introduces and carries a reasonable ai d 
a workable measure — one which will re 
commend itself to tho conscience and tlie 
good sense of tho country. Wo aro glad 
to SCO that the Governuiont has in view a 
scheme for tho conversion of the pul 
debt, on tonus highly advantiigouus to 
tho province. In these days, when 
money can bo ro.vdily obtained, 
lib a low rate of intoreat it is not wise for 
tho Government, when v^t can bo avoided, 
to go on paying the hi{(h rate of former 
years.

THE AMENITIES OF MEETINGS. 

We like to see people lively at a politi- 
cal meeting, or, for the matter of that, at 
any meeting convened for a secular pur- 
pose. It is pleasant to see that tho audi- 
ence is wide awake, and that it apjireci- 
ates the giiod points ma:deby the speaker.. 
Applause which is really appreciative and 
moderate is agi;eeable both to the 
speaker and to the hearers. Of course 
there is a possibility of overdoing the 
thing, and then it ia not ao ])leasant, and 
is apt to give the discriminating observer 
a low opinion of the intelligence of tho 
audience. When the platitudes and the 
pointless jokes of a popular favorite re- 
ceive as many and aa hearty plaudits as 
his happy observations and his clever 
pleasantries, one is apt to conclude 
that it is the man that ia applauded 
and nob what he says. * Some- 
times applause is a species of 
toadyism. The flat and dull 
remarks of tho little great man are re- 
ceived with greater favor than tho really 
good things that are aaid by a speaker who 
occupies a leas exalted position. Applause 
of this kind, like tho elaborately compli- 
mentary phrases with which addresses 
are frequently padded out, aro taken by 
tho discerning for what they are worth, 
and that is very little indeed. But 
genuine, well-deserved applause, or fairly 
well-deserved applause, is gratifying to 
all concerned, and we would be very 
sorry' indeed to see it discouraged. A 
stolidly silent audience that gives no 
sign whether it is pleased or dLsploasfd, 
whether it agrees with the speaker or 
differs from him, is very apt to bo set 
diiwn as a stupid and an uiiapprcciiitive 
audience. 

Signs of assent and commendation on 
the part of hearers are agreeable, but 
how about signs of dissent and disappro- 
bation? Well, we like to hear them, 
too, but good sense and good man- 
ners dictate that they should not bo 
indulged in freely. Tho speaker is one 
and the audience is many. There is, it 
appears to us, something unmanly in a 
crowd trying to overwhelm the man who 
addresses them, with cries and hisses mid 
other hideous sounds of dissent and deri- 
sion. A speaker, if ho ia at all impros- 
siotiablo, will very soon find out if what 
he ia saying is not acceptable to his 
audience. Silence and a word or two of 
dissent are quite enough to show him 
that his hearers do nob agree with what 
he is Saying, and that they do not regard 
him with approbation. Bub sensible men 
want to hear what tho other side has to 
say for itself, and courteous inoii listou 
with patienco to what ihoy consider dia- 
agroeablo. (jood sense, manly feeling 
and connnon civility dictate that a 
speaker, even when Im says what wo do 
not like to hear, ahould not bo inter- 
rupted by unpleasant sounds. 

S^lf-respcct should keop a man quiet 
ovoti when he cannot ai^roo with what is 
said. The man who howls and hisses 
and stamps takes a good deal of trouble 
to advertiao himself. He tolls those who 
can observe liira, in the plainest way pos-

The Victims of the Wharf Disaster Interred 
at IlosB Hay Cemetery. 

The reniiiina of the men so prominently 
identitind with tho recent disaster at tho 
Outer wharf, were viewed by a large num- 
ber of citizens who ivssetnbled at i) o'clock, 
yesterday morning, at Mr. Hoyward's 
undertaking rooms, to watch with tender 
sympathy the remains move toward the 
grave. 

Tho bodies '.vero enoloBcd in cloth covered 
caakota and the inacri[itiijua were neatly en- 
graved on silver croaaea attached to the 
head of each codin. Mass was chanted by 
the Kev. Father Nicolaye for tho unfortu- 
nate men at half-past seven o'clock. 

The fiuiural prui;ea8ioii was a peculiarly 
iinpreasivo one. Fallier Nicoluye taking the 
lead, was followed by four hearses contain- 
ing the deiid, and behind were seven car- 
riages fliled hy the pull hearers, friends and 
mourners, the chief mourner being Mrs. Fox. 

Arriving at tho huryin^ ground, the 
usual service was performed, Rev. Father 
Nicolaye othcialiug. Tlio budic s were laid 
near each other, in separate graves, and all 
present seemed deeply moved with the 



THE WILD SUICIDE. 

Summary of the Case anil Verdict of the Jury. 

Coroner Morrison, yesterday afternoon, 
hohl an inquest into the circiniiataiicea at- 
tending the death of John Wild, who died 
from the efl^Lcts of strychnine, which ho had 
voluntarily taken, having purchased it at a 
drug store under the pretencu of wishing to 
destroy a tioubUaonie cat. A nundier of 
witnesses were examined, whoae evidence 
v.eiit to allow tliQ* the deceused had been 
found in his room on Kane street, lying in 
agony, thut he was attended by Dr. Milne, 
who .Hiiid that the symptoms were those of 
poiaoniiig hy strychnino, that ho adminis- 
tered antidotes, whiph. tho sulTercr refused 
to take, but they were fotced upon him. 
He, however, died from the effects within u 
short time. ' It wiis stated that all bad been 
done to save his life,' but he resisted all 
tho physician's efforts, while the quantity of 
poison which be was supposed to liavo taken, 
and traoesof which were found in his stoniiu'h, 
rendered it almost inipossihio that his lite 
could have been saved. Ha was given a 
good reputation by several persons. It was 
shown that ho had proposed mairiiige to a 
woman of doubtful reputation, lier refusal 
of wliioli waa ono of the cuuaca of his act, 
ami was ruferred to in a letter found in hia 
room uftor his death. It appeared that ho 



had given a chei]ue on tho Bank of British 
Ciluinbia, for which he hud no funds, in 
conseiiuence of which a warrant was out for 
his arrest ; but it was also said that he was 
cxpootiiig money fmm bin inothnr. Tho 
evidence taken a'ltogetlier appeared to luUy 
justify the verdict arrived at, that" the de- 
ceased came to his death by poison taken by 
his own baud."

Built at Anacortes — Some 
'Sarprlalog .Figures., ^ 



Anacobtbs,- Wash.,' Jan. 13.-rThe ex- 
treme activity of the Northern PaoiSb 

Railway company recently in contracting 
for several very extensive and expensive 
works in railroad and terminal construction 
at Anacortes, only confirms the prediction 
that 80 soon as direct communication by 
rail was established from the East to 
Anacortes an immense amount of capital 
would immediately be employed to develop 
tho abundant natural wealth of tho Skagit 
and surrounding country, and make Ana- 
cortes the point from which operations 
should be carried on, and from which ship- 
ments in all directions by rail and water 
should bo made, 

A.NOTIIIJU NEW KAILUOAD. 

Scarcely was the first Northern Pacific 
through train run into Anacortes than 
comes the announcement already made 
through these columns that tho company 
has contracted for the building of a railroad 
five and u half miles lonir from u point on 
the Northern Pacific road to the Blue Can- 
yon coal mines, at the southern extremity 
of Luke Whatcom, and an agreement en- 
tered into that the entire output of the 
mines shall bo hauled over this road and the 
Northern Pacific. The road will, according 
to contract, be completed within 00 days, 
and the company will then handle every 
their new road more than 30O tons .of coal 
per day from the start, which will un- 
doubtedly be largely increased within a 
short time, as the Blue Canyon mines 'are 
very rich, the principal vein extendioK for 
fifteen feet without a sign of slate.

mence tho constructioD at Anacortes of the 
largest coal bonkers, (m . the Pacific coast. 
This statement sounds a trifle exaggerated, 
but it is nevertheless true, and if the policy 
of the company is carried out,' and tho 
mines of this region developed to the extent 
that is .confidently expected, there will bu 
more ooBl'shipped from 'Anacortes next year 
than from the entire' state during any pre- 
vious twelve nionttls. The immense struc- 
ture for the coal bubkers will be completed 
inside of 90 days.

The Art of Silver rintlnB: so Pcrfooted 
. Tliat It Stops at NothliiR— AcUlove- 
i uionts 'Which Soom Almost Sllracu- 
; lou»— ExpenslTo Fluldi. 

f "What would you say to a silver- 
.platod man?" asked » leading manufaot- 
xiror of clootro-platod wares to a ropre- 
Bontative of tho Now York Herald. 
.1 "A Bllver-platod man?" 
' "Yes, a man with a coating of solid 
silver as thick as bo could pay for it on 
such parts of liis body aa would boar tho 
pressure. Wouldn't ho bo a good dime 
museum freak?" 

"Ciin a man bo silver-plated?" 
• "It is moroly a question of purse and 
• vpluok," answered the manufacturer. 
"Silver-plating has become an art of 
high clogroo sinco old Prof. Jacobi acci- 
dontiiUy ilUuovcrod tho secret of plating 
non-metallic substaiiocs over a coating 
of plumbago in St. Petersburg in 1S23. 
I could take a man into my works and 
rig him out with bracelet of silver or 
>gold, or copper if he preferred it, in a 
week's time, or even less. All tbo man 
would have to do wnuld bo to submit his 
arm to my treatment, and then patient- 
ly hold that nienibor in tho electro bath 
until tho dynariios had timu to finish 
tho work. I plato on wood, plaster and 
glass every dayi and human flesh would 
be no barder to ooverwith' allver than 
either of tho former substances." 

To tlioso wlio have devoted no study 
to tho recent iniorovemcnts in electro 
plating, tho present achiovomonts of 
the manufacturers aro almost uiiracu 
louB. In tho factory svhich I visited I 
saw many startling evidences of tho ad 
vancement of tho art. 

A pair of glass vases originally worth 
$5, wero marked 8320, and they were 
clieap at tho price. Thoy aro covered 
with SM worth of silver, which gracO' 
. fully twines around the glass in tbo form 
of ' a vine. Two or three clusters of 
grapes hang from tho vine, halt-con- 
ccalcil by tho loaves. 

After tho vase receives its coating of 
silver, which is nearly half an inch 
tliick, it passes into the hands of tho 
designer. Thence it goes to tho en- 
graver, and finally comes to the chaser 
and burnisher for the finishing touches 
Other vases, less elaborately orna- 
mented and requiring loss metal, come 
cheaper, some as low as S-'iO a pair. Tho 
effect, however, in every instance is be- 
wildering, and wore the good King 
George curious to know how the apple 
came to be inside of the dumpling, im* 
agino his anxiety to learn how this glass 
ever found its way inside of its tightly 
fitting coat of silver had one of these 
later-day marvels been exhibited before 
bis royal gaze. 

"Do you SCO those little baby shoes?" 
asked the manufacturer, as he pointed 
to a pair of tiny shoes, apparently of 
■pure silver. " " 

"Well, if you examine them carefully 
you will see that they have been worn. 
Tho too of ono is out, and tho sides are 
frayed with wear. They wero brought 
to mo "by a wealthy lady. Thoy wero 
her baby's first shoes, and the baby is 
jiead.

Each man- 
nfacturor has his own secret method of 
applying tho plumbago to tbo article to 
•be plated, and tho plating is dono over 
)the article at once. This kind of plat- 
ing is not patentable, as the process has 
l)een in use tor over half a century in 
one way or another. 

y. "It would be impcssiblo touso tho old 
mold method in our work, for two arti- 
cles are seldom tho same in size and 
'Shape. It is true that we might use 
'molds and turn out a gross or so of glass 
bottles, but our method is just as easy 
and far simpler. Then with canes the 
old method would be worse than usc- 
l(ms. No two canes aro tlio same in 
shape.

BU Unlquo Wny of Dcallns Out Justice 
tu on'uiifliirii, 

Thoro aro a ilozcnoocontric charactora 
about tho old capital worthy of mention, 
saya a Millcdgoville correspondent of 
tho Atlanta Constitution, but a short al- 
lusion to ono who has passed across tho 
river of death will sufllco for tho pres- 
ent. Tho gentleman referred to was at 
ono time mayor of MlUeilgDviUu, and 'i 
more upright man novor lived. Ilia 
chief cbaraotoristio, tho ono that im- 
pressed itself most forcibly upon those 
with whom he dealt, was his most total 
disregard for law or precedent and iiis 
(Inn adhoronco to right and jusliiM! 
from hi.s own views. IIo believed mur- 
der and theft were a crime and should 
1)0 punished. Ho boliovod tliat drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct were a 
crime worthy of equal punishment. His 
motto, incorporated in his address to 
tho council, was that "ninety-nine Inno- 
cent men should bo piinishod boforo ono 
jruilty ono should escape," and tho rigid- 
ity of his roifrn impressed those brought 
boforo him with tho fact that ho was 
honest in his conviction.s. In dross and 
style ho resembled tho picture of "Undo 
Sam" as it appears in Puck and Judge, 
and tho sarcasm with which bis fines 
were imposed scorched worse than tho 
summer's snn during sixty days on tho 
chain pang. Tho outside limit was 
given to almost every case, and in mak- 
ing his flno ho usually said to tho cul- 
prit: 

"Well, I see you have taken the law 
In youp ownihanda, but there are some 
few amendments that you havo over- 
looked that I want to road. Tlcaso let 
mo havo your attonlion for just a min- 
ute. But, before going furthf.'r, lot mo 
tell you not to think that the moder- 
ation of this punishment is due to your 
chicanery; it ia because of my bonovo- 
Jerithoairt." 

This speech was followed by a flno 
tbat usually paralyzed the morc.y-ox- 
pocting prisoner. When thoro was a 
slight variation in tho testimony, or 
when there was any (juestion as to tho 
guilt of a party, witnesses and all wore 
fined, on tho ground that the "guilty 
sbduld not go unpunished." In a ease 
of fighting, all parties were punished 
and tho hoUigcrents with equal severity, 
no matter who was at fault, "for it took 
two to make a quarrel." 

In thoso days — twenty years ago — 
Milledgovillo was regarded as ono of tho 
most disorderly towns in tho country. 
Drunkenness and fighting were common 
occurrences, and the laxity in enforcing 
tho laws gavo a stimulus to tho state of 
affairs that was not retarded until su(;li 
a reign was given tho eity. It is hardly 
necessary to stato that tho severe ruling 
of Millodgoville's eccentric chief execu- 
tive for four years liad tho doslrod 
i-eSeot, and when he went "to join tho 
•caravan which moves to tho mysterious 
realm;" he left a oity of law and order 
ibrhismoniunenti '

THE BEARS OF NOBTH AUEBICA- 

Interesting Vappr Bead Brfore tho Krltlsh 
Columbia Natural History Hoclety by 
■ 0. I'hllllpps-WuUuy, l.Ml.(;.S. 

Ml-. Pliillipps-W'olley auid that he had 
strung a few roni,'h notes together, at the 
request of tho society, but oll'ered them to 
tlio meeting not with any preauinptiona 
hope of instructing tho meeting, but rather 
from a desire to provoke discuasion and ob- 
tain information for a somewhat important 
work upon which ho was at present em- 
ployed. 

At iutervala during the past twelve years, 
and in such different countries as Russia, 
the CanoosuB, .Norway, Spitzbergen and 
North America, the speaker had doi^e his 
best to cultivate a closer acquaintanoe with 
Mr. Brain, but although in that time he 
had killed twelve bears, and* seen a large 
number which he had failed to bag, he was 
more uncertain dn. some points oonoected 
with the life history of his subject, now, 
than ho hud been when ho commenced 
to study him. Passing lightly over tho 
bear's habits, his noctural ramblinga 
in search of food, hia hybernation, his diet 
during the different seasons of the year, and 
other points of the like natui-e, upon which 
tho lecturer aaaunied that most of his 
audience were aa well informed ua himaelf, 
Mr. Pllillip3-^Volley devoted his time to 
considering the question, " How many 
species of bear are there in North America?" 

Aa bearing upon the (luestion, Mr. 
WoUey referred to the Caucaaus, in wliich 
country the great naturalist. Dr. Radde, 
allcgea that there ia but one species of bear, 
the small brown bear of the Pyrenees, 
whereas the lecturer himself bad shot bears 
there varying in aize and color from the 
ai/.c of tho big ursus arctos, or brown bear 
of liussia, to a small 200 lb, Irear, resem- 
bling the silver tip in color, except that he 
has a broad snow white collar round tho 
neck and white tips to his cars. 

The ordinary bear of the Caucasua ia a 
brown bear of about ."00 to 400 pounda in 
weight, living in lowland forests upon fruit 
and vegetable diet, he is a harmless beast 
and not generally dangerous even when 
wounded. 

The other bear, (the silver tip,) is 
u smaller' bear, lives in the highest moun- 
tain conntries, being found even above the 
snowline, is very destructive to cuttle, is 
considered excessively dangerous by the 
natives and invariably from ciw-hood to old 
age is distinguished by the whilfe collar and 
car tips. In spite of the differences in coat 
and character between these two bears," the 
distinguished naturnlist before alluded to, 
claims that both of them belong to the 
same species, Mr. WoUcy here exhibited 
.skins of bears obtuiued by him in the 
Caucasaa, varying in shade from the light 
straw colour of tlie big Russian bear, to a 
deep blackish brown, and again to the 
silvery grey of the white collared variety. 

In passing, Mr. Wolley then alhulcd to 
a paper recently sent to him upon the bears 
of Spain by the well known Knglish orni- 
thologist, Mr. Abel (Jliapman. This gentle- 
iiiaii asserts that in .Spain as elsewhere there 
are two kinds of bears, a big meat eating 
fellow called carnicero and a smaller bariii- 
less kind known as horniiguera. Ilut to 
come home to British Columbia, continued 
Mr. Wolley, how many kinds of bears arc 
tliero in America? Trappera and Indians 
will tell you of a dozen difl'ereut kinds — 
grizzlies, silver tips, range bears, bald faces, 
cinnamons, b white bear found on Peace 
l^iver, black bears, etc. 

Some naturalists were inclined to count 
four'speciea: grizzly, black, cinnamon, uud 
a bear of Alaslta called, ho believed, ursus 
Richardsoiiii. 

For himself, the lecturer was inclined to 
class all the bears of America under two 
heads -black and brown. The f;rizzly, 
silver tip, the range bear, tho white bear of 
tho Peace River district, and the Alaskan 
bears, he would class as brow-n beara or 
grizzlies (call them which you like), tho 
black bear and perhaps the cinnamon lie 
would feel inclined to put togctliur in the 
other class. 

A jout the cinnamon, he felt most uncor 
tain. He bad had the opportunity thia 
year (tliunks to the kindness of Mr. Hos- 
cowitz,) of examining a very large number 
of bear skins, but none of the distinguish- 
ing marks upon which men relied for dis- 
criminating between the varieties, ap- 
peared to bo constant. 

Jt was alleged that tho claws ot tho 
grizzly wore less arched and lighter in color 
than thdse of the bluck bear, and thia was 
generally so, but in tho Alaskan variety the 
claws were very curved and dark. Hero 
Mr. Wolley exhibited an Alaskan skin lent 
by Mr. Boscowitz. 

There were many points of difference, in 
structure or habits, between the dill'crent 
varieties to which the lecturer alluded, but, 
in the end, he showed that most 
of these points were not reliable, 
and concluded by saying that, although still 
open to conviction, and an.vious for informa- 
tion from those old hunters, whom ho al- 
ways sought out aa his teachers, ho was 
himaelf inclined to believe that theru were 
but two varieties of boar iu America, tho 
grizzly and the black ; although the last 
skin he hud to exhibit made him almost 
doubt whether (hcae two kinda were as dis- 
tiiict as they might be. Here tlie lecturer 
exhiliited the Hkiii of a small but full-grown 
bear of brownish color, inclining to straw 
color alouQ the spine and at the muzzle, 
killed by him upon the Hope XraiL The 



Indians called it a grizzly ; other people 
said it was some kind of a black bear ; ho 
himself was inclined to " give it up." The 
meeting seemed unanimously of the opinion 
that it was a small grizzly. 

Tho question as to^ the cinnamon bear 
waa left open, some of the gentlemen 
present inclining to class him as a variety 
of the block bear, in favor of which is the 
assertion that a black -she bear has been 
seen with a litter of three cubs, two black 
nod one brown, and others inclining to con- 
sider him as a grizzly, in favor of which 
there may be quoted bis meat eating habits 
and his alleged ferocity. ' Mr. Wolley pro- 
mised to devote a considerable portion of 
his spare time iu 1801 to further investiga- 
tions in this branch of natural history.
